Flames Broke Out in DeAr- 
mond Mome About 4 O’Clock 
in Morning and Spread Rap- 
idly---All Family Escaped Ex- 
cept the Congressman and 
His Six-Year-Old Grandson.

Kansas City, November 23.—It was 


in a vain effort to save the life of his 
little grandson that Congressman 
David A. DeArmond, of the sixth Mis- 
souri district, perished in a fire that 
destroved his home in Butler, Mo., 
early today. 

The heroism of the 
was made known late this afternoon, 
when, with his arms locked around 
the blackened and burned body of the 
little boy, the congressman’s body was 
He had caught up the 6-year- 
old lad, David A. DeArmond, Jr., and 
rushed with him through the leaping 
flames that filled their sleeping room. 
The congressman fell with his uncon- 
scioug burden, ang both sank through 
the floor to quiet death. 

Tragedy Most Pathetic. 

What makes the tragedy unusually 
pathetic is the fact that the grandson 
was the grandfather’s idol. The two 
often slept together. Last night the 
boy went to his grandfather's house, 
and, after a happy evening, the two 
retired. 

The next the family heard of them 
was early today, when, from behind 
the smoke and flames that enveloped 
the house, the boy screamed: 

“Oh, grandpa, get me out of here; 
I'm burning to death!” 

“YoOR, “son, don’t be afraid; grand- 
pa'l) take you out,” was the calm re- 
ply. Then both went down to their 
death. | 

The remainder of the family sleep- 
ing in the house at the time of the 
fire—Mrs. DeArmond, her daughter, 
Mrs. Clark, and Miss Nettie Boles, a 
servant—escaped, but were greatly 
shaken their experiences.

Sou Was Made Desperate. 

James A. DeArmond, editor of The 
Bates County Democrat, who is a son 
of the congressman, and is the father 
of the boy who was burned, tried to 
into the burning house to save 
victims. He was prevented from 
the house by friends, who 
knew it would be in vain. 

The DeArmond home was a large 
iwo-story frame structure, set well 
back from the street. On two sides of 
the house equal with the second floor, 
four rooms or outdoor sleeping apart- 
ments had been constructed, and at 
ihe time the fire broke out the occu- 
pants of the house occupied’ these 
rooms. 

The financia] loss is placed at $20.- 
000. and includes one of the best li- 
braries in the state, 

Besides James A. DeArmond, the 
sons of the dead congressman are Ed- 
ward H., an instructor at West Point, 
and Lieutenant George W. DeArmond, 
now serving with the army in the 
Philippines. Mrs. Clark is a daughter. 


Double Funeral for Victims. 

Congressman DeArmond and his lit- 
tle grandson wil] not be separated in 
death. Tonight it was decided to hold 
a double funeral for then Friday aft- 
ernoon. Interment will be in the Oak 
Hill cemetery, here. 

Worg was received from Washing- 
ton tonight that a congressional com- 
mittee had been appointed to attend the 
funeral. Among the messages of con- 
dolence received was one from Speak- 
er Cannon.

BY THE DEATH OF DE ARMOND 
DEMOCRATS LOSE LEADER 


Washington, November 23.—In Mr. 
DeArmond the democrats lose one of 
their leaders On the floor of the house. 
A member of that body for thé past 
19 years and a man of education, wide 
experience and fluent speech, he had 
become one of the principal resources 
of his party in all discussions of na- 
tional questions. He made a specialty 
of labor subjects, but was never at 
a loss on handling almost any ques- 
tion. 

Mr. DeArmond had been on the bench 
before coming to congress and he nat- 
urally gave much attention to judicial 
subjects. He was a member of the 
committee on judiciary at the time 
of his death and had held that post 
for many years. Previous to the 
present congress, he also was a mem- 
ber of the committee on rules, but 
the selection of his colleague, Champ 
Clark, as minority leader, rendered it 
necessary to place Mr. Clark on that 
committee, which had the effect of dis- 
placing Mr. DeArmond, as two could 
not be appointed from the same state. 

While Mr. DeArmond will be long re- 
membered for his: brilliant oratory, es- 
pecially for his power of sarcasm and

Real Estate Values Have 
Shot Upward Rapidly. 


Peachtree Street Property Not 


for $150,500---Peachtree and 
Walton Streets Corner Also 
Showed Big Advance. 


What is the value of Atlanta real es- 
tate? That is the perplexing question 
now going the rounds among the real 
estate agents, as well as those who 
are making fortunes of Atlanta 
real estate. 

In 1901, just eight years ago, when 
the Peters Land Company decided to 
erect the present Peters building, on 
the Whitehall street viaduct, fronting 
Peachtree street, a real estate agent 
was asked to see at what price the 
O'Keefe estate would part with the 38 
feet owned by those heirs adjoining 
the Peters Land Company. 

A price of $40,000, or a little over 
$1,000 a front foot, was fixed as the 
value. This price was consideréd by 
this company, and after advising with 
several Atlanta real estate men it was 
decided the property was not “worth” 
that sum, and the offer was declined. 
This 388 feet was sold in 1909, day be- 
fore yesterday, to be exact, to John 
W. Grant for $150,500. 


Corner of Peachtree and Walton. 
When the Guarantee Trust and Bank- 


ing Company bought of the Inman es- 
tate the 22 feet at the corner of Peach- 


out 


out of 100 men in Atlanta raised their 
hands in holy horror at the enormous 
price paid for this little frontage on 
Peachtree street. It has a depth of 100 
feet. 

The bank kept the property nearly 
a vear, got over $5,000 in rents, and 
sold it two weeks ago to W. M. Mce-

ers and buyers in real estate at the 
figure paid. 

Since that time Mr. McKenzie has re- 
fused $110,000 for this corner. 

The Leyden House Property. 

About six years ago, in a land trade, 
J. G. Truitt, of LaGrange, Ga., bought 
what is known as the Leyden house 
property, on Peachtree street, between 
the Abbott home and the governor's 
mansion, for $48,060. This property has 
a frontage of 100 feet and a consider- 
able depth. Last year he sold it to 
Asa G. Candler for $100,000. Mr. Can- 
dier has been importuned to sell sey- 
eral times recently and has stated 
he does not care to sell it and that he 
would not sell it for $150,000.

Remarkable Diary Left by One 


| of Men Who Perished in 


“Worth” $40,000 Sells Later,

DYING FOR WANT OF AIR 
HE NOTED SENSATIONS 


Diary Was Written by One of 
Younger Men and Pathetic- 
ally Describes the Unavailing 
Battle of the Entombed Men 
Against the Deadly Black 
Damp. 


Cherry, Ill, November 23.—Hope 
that there might still be alive some of 
the 189 men Known to be entombed 
the St. Paul coal mine was abandoned 
today. 

An exploration into what is known 
as the second vein, where it was 
thought probable miners had barri- 
caded themselves and managed to exist 
on oats and corn kept there for mules, 
showed that great portions of the tun- 
nel had collapsed. 

It is thought that many men were 
buried under the debris and that if 
the obstruction is not soon cleared 
away'‘at least 100 bodies may never be 
recovered. Fire is still raging in 
these tunnels, and those portions of the 
mine, in which imprisoned miners 
might have found a retreat, are said 
to be full of the fatal black damp. 

Kept Tab on Approach of Death. 

A diary was found today on the 
clothing taken from one of the thirty- 
eight bodies found in a pocket of the 
mine. The diary was begun on No- 
vember 13, and was written by Samuel 
D. Howard, 21 years old. It describes 
the slow death of the men by the en- 
croaching black damp, and refers ten- 
derly to Samuel's efforts to save his 
brother Alfred, 16 years_old, who.died, 
by his side. The diary follows: 

“Alive at 10:30 o'clock yet. At 10:45; 
11 sharp. By Sam D. Howard. Brother 
Alfred is with me yet. A good many 
dead mules and men. I tried to save 
some, but came almost losing myself. 
I am dead. Give my diamond ring to 
Mamie Robinson. The ring is coming 
at the postoffice. Henry can have the 
ring 1 have in my good clothes. The 
only thing I regret is that my brother 
could not help my mother out after I 
am dead and gone. 

“I tried my best to get out, but could 
not. 1 saw Jim Jamieson and Steven 
Timke lying along the road, and 
could not stand it any longer. It is 
five minutes past 11 o’clock, and the 
air is fine, but sometimes it is so bad 
it almost puts a fellow to sleep. It is 
something fierce to see men and mules 
lying down all over like that. 

Trying to Keep from Thinking. 

“To keep me from thinking, I thought 
I would write these few lines. There 
is rock falling all over. We have our 
buckets full of water—sump_ water, 
and we drink it and bathe our heads 
with it. 10 to 12 o’clock: after 1 
o'clock; 2, 3 e’clock; and poor air and 
black damp. 4:15 o'clock, change of 
place. No. men tried to get out, and 
could not get back. 7:50 o'clock, tired, 
hungry and sleepy, but I could stand 
quite a bit of this if I could get out 
of this hole. 

“7:50 o'clock in the morning This is 
Sunday. There is no air. We fanned 
ourselves with the lids of our buckets. 
20 after 9 and black damp coming both 
Ways. 25 after 10. We gave up all 
hope. We have done all we could. The 
fan bad better start above soon. 25 
after 10 a. m. Sunday. We are still 
alive. The only hope ig the fan. 

“I think [I won't have strength 
write pretty soon. 

“15 after 12 p. m, Sunday. If they 
cant get us air we will make fans 
Ourselves. We take our turn at the 
fans. We have three of them going. 

Dying for the Want of Air. 

“27 to 3 p. m. and the black damp is 
coming in on us. Only for the fans 
we would be dead. 

“11 to 4 p. m, dying for the want of 
air. We bave six fans moving. One 
fan after another 15 feet apart. 

“29 after 10 p. m. Sunday evening.

We all had to come back. We can’t 
move front or backwards. We 
stand it with our fans until Monday!

“15 after 2 a. m, Monday morning. 
Am still alive. We are cold, hungry, 
weak, sick and everything else. Al- 
fred Howard is still alive.

Monday morning, still breathing. 
Something better turn up or we will! 
soon be gone. 11:15 a. m, still alive at 
this time. 16 to 1 p. m, Monday. The 
lives are going out. I think this is 
our last. We are getting weak, Al- 
fred Howard as well as the rest of us.”’

| Hopelessly Divided After 


30 Hours Deliberations. 


A Mistrial Is Expected in the 
Trial of Sylvester Sasser for 
the Murder of M. L. Parker 
at Sylvania in 1905---Mistrial 
Is Expected. 


Sylvania, Ga., November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After five days hearing and con- 
Sidering the case of Sylvester Sasser, 
charged with the murder of M. L. 
Parker, the jury tonight seems to be 
hopelessly divided and there is every 
prospect of a mistrial in the case. They 
have been.out thirty hours trying to 
agree upon a verdict. 

The case has been the hardest fought 
ever heard of in this county. Twice 
has the defendant been convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for life, 
but each time was granted a new trial. 
The state was debarred from using 
much of the evidence in the present 
hearing that they put up before, on 
account of the higher court having de- 
cided against the admissibility. 

The prisoner read a long statement 
in which he reiterated all the evidence 
that his witnesses had previously 
sworn to, and stated that they would 
swear to it again. The state protested 
against his being allowed to do this, 
but as the defendant did not quote 
from the record the judge allowed him 
to proceed. 

Crime Committed in 1905. 

The crime with which he is charged 
was committed in April. 1905. Parker 
was shot through his Bed room win- 
dow at midnight as he was blowing out 
the lamp. The state proved that the 
murdered man was jealous of Sasser 
being at his home, and several times 
ordered him away. 

There will probably be a mistrial in 
the court this time, in which event it 
will be hard to get a qualified jury to 
try the case in this county again.

S VOTED FOR 


AND DECLINED 


Water Board Votes to Raise 
Salaries of Two Highest 
Dfficials, 


GENERAL MANAGER ASKS 
ACTION BE RECONSIDERED 


At His Request Board Recon- 
siders Vote---This Was Done 
as Statement Had Been Made 
That the Salary Raise Might 
Help to Defeat the Bond 
Election. 


After the water board had voted to 
raise the salary of the generai man- 
ag rfrom $3,000 to $5,600, and that of 
| the secretary from $2,000 to $2,400, at 
a meeting yesterday afternoon, General 
Manager Park Woodward arose and 
asked that the matter be reconsidered, 
and that may be allowed 
to remain as they are. The mat- 
ter was given this direction, and there 
will be no raise of the two salaries. 

In asking the board to take this ac- 
tion, General Manager Woodward said 
it had been stated during the meeting 
by members of the board that a raise 
in the salaries might help to defeat 
the bond election, and he did not think 
any city official should let anything 
be done that would in the least hurt 
the vote for bonds. 

While the vote for the raise in sala- 
ries was 5 to 4, every member stated 
that he was in favor of the raise. Some 
they did not think the time was 
opportune for such action. There were 
those who thought it wculd hurt the 
bond election, while others believed it 
might cause friction with the cJuncil ' 
finance committee and deefat the very 
thing the board wanted to accomplish. 

Those Who Were Present, 

There were present at the meeting: 

President Lake and Commissioners 
Barrett, Bernhardt, Stocks, Woodside, 
Walraven, Davis, Lester and Mayor 
Pro Tem: Pomeroy. 

The meeting was called to specially 
consider the praposed raise of sala- 
ries of the general manager and sec- 
retary. 

Mr. Bernhardt moved that the sala- 
rises remain ast hey are, and in making 
this motion he agreed with the others. 
tnat the general manager and the sec- 
retary should be paid a great deal 
more than they were receiving. He 
said that at this time any raise in sal- 
aries would hurt and probably defeat 
the bend election. He also believed 
that if there were going to be any 
raises, the men who were getting 
small wages should get a little more. 

There was no second to this motion, 
and Mr. Barrett moved that the genera! 
manager's salary be made $3,690, and 
that of the secretary $2,400. This was 
seconded and the vote stood as follows:

Seattle, Wash., November 25.—Wil- 


liam <A. Langillie, forest supervisor, 
continued his testimony today in the 
inbuiry into the validity of the Cun- 
ningham Alaska coal land claims and 
told of his inspection of the claims 
last August, when he found prospect 
holes on most of the claims, but no 
real development work. 

Mr. Langillie’s testimony was vir- 
tually the same as that of Andrew 
Kennedy, the government coal expert. 

A letter from George H. Cecil, acting 
district forester at Portland, Ore., to 
F. E. Ames, a forestry bureau agent 
in Alaska, was introduced today. 

Alleged Improper Interference, 

The letter, which attorneys for the 
defendants say shows improper inter- 
ference by the forestry bureau with 
land office business, follows: 

“Dear Amos: There is considerable 
evidence that the claimants in the 
above cases (Cunningham claims) are 
not only trying to get valuable coal 
londs fraudulently, but are attempting 
to secure in addition to the coal 
claims the timber lands for the pur- 
pose of supplying timber to work their 
mines. Clarence Cunningham, in one 
of his reports to the stockholders, ad- 
mits that four of the claims are more 
valuable for timber than for coal, so 
that the department has secured a con- 
tinuance of the cases in order to in- 
vestigate thoroughly. 

Follow Their Suggestions. 


“Special Agents Stoner and Kennedy 
are now On the case and will be in- 
structed by Mr. Glavis to cooperate 
with you fully. They, of course, are 
in charge of the investigation and so 
far as possible their suggestions should 
be followed. 

“It will be necessary to have an esti- 
mate of all the timber upon all the 
Claims. For this purpose Mr. Langillie 
has been authorized to employ tem- 
porary assistantS in making the esti- 
mates. The general land office has re- 
quested that this examination be ex- 
pedited as much as possible. 

“The forester has authorized the ap- 
pointment of Gabriel Wingate as coal 
agent to examine the claims in order 
to ascertain which claims contain 
workable coal and which are valuable 
for timber only.”

POUND TO NAME 
A SUPERVISOR 


Official Who Will Travel 
in Interests of Rural. 
Schools. 


State School Commissioner Jere M. 
Pound will shortly announce the ap- 
pointment of a supervisor of element- 
ary rural schools, whose duty generally 
will be to travel over the state assist- 
ing the teachers in these schools and 
looking after their interests in various 
ways which may suggest themselves. 

Dr. Wickliffe Rose, agent of the Pea- 
body educational fund, has informea 
Commissioner Pound that the trustees 
have appropriated to Georgia the sum 
of $2,700 annually with which to pay 
the salary and traveling expenses of 
such a supervisor, who will be directly 
under the state school commissioner. 

Attention to the foregoing and other 
matters of interest to the common 
schools is called in a letter just writ- 
ten by Commissioner Pound to the 
county school superintendents all over 
the atate. 

It is announced that arrangements 
are being made to pay another ten per 
cent of the state school fund just as 
soon as the money is in the treasury, 
and it is expected the payment wil? 
be made early in December. 

Commissioner Pound has also devised 
anew system of reporting the amounts 
spent for school and educational pur- 
poses in the state so as to show all 
amounts appropriated to the work as 
the result of local taxation, in school 
districts, cities and counties. When 
the total is made up it is believed it 
will be shown that, including the state 
school fund, Georgia expends approx}- 
mately $5,000,000 a year for education-

Brunswick, Ga., November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Negotiations have been closed 
and deed delivered by which Atlanta 
capitalists asquire 22,000 acres of Wayne 
county lands. The property has a 
frontage along the Atlantic Coast Line 
and Southern railways of 10 miles and 
along the Atlanta, Birmingham and

miles south of Jesup and 380 miles 
northwest of Brunswick.

OF GUY. BROWN 


For Failure to Reprieve 
Condemned Negro. 


Judge N. A. Morris, of Mari- 
etta, Writes Letter to Gov- 
ernor Brown in Which He 
Criticises Latter’s Course in 
Recent Case. 


Judge N. A. Morris, of the Marietta 
circuit, issued the following statement 


yesterday: 

“Governor Joseph M. Brown, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: On Friday of last 
week, a negro by the name of J. B. 
Kellogg was hanged in Cherokee coun- 
ty forthe homicide of one J. C. Landers, 
a white man. 

“This negro was tried before me as 
judge of this circuit, in September of 
this year; he had no money to employ 
counsel, and I appointed two attorneys 
of the Canton bar to defend him: After 
a trial lasting a few hours, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, without a 
recommendation to mercy, and, there 
being no discretion vested in me as 


| judge, under the law, to do otherwise, 


| sentenced the negro to hang. 

“The attorneys appointed to defend 
the accused did not see proper to make 
a motion for a new trial, but one of 
them made a strong effort before the 
prison commission to have his sentence 
commuted to life imprisonment: the 
other attorney was stricken with ty- 
phoid fever shortly after the trial, and 
was confined to his bed for several 
weeks. 

‘All of the witnesses against the ac- 
cused were negroes, and those that 
gave the most damaging testimony 
were in the employ of a very promi- 
nent white citizen of Cherokee county 
who at a time previous to this had 
himself had some trouble with the ac- 
eused and who took a very active in- 
terest in the prosecution of the de- 
fendant at this trial. 

“I heard the evidence against this 
negro patiently and impartially: After 
ecaréfully weighing and considering all 
the evidence, the statement of the ac- 
cused, and the surrounding circum- 
stances, including the interest or want 
interest of the different witnesses, 
and applying the facts as were demon- 
strated at the trial to the law applica- 
ble to the crime of murder I stated.

Bands of Cannibal Soldiers, Co- 
erce Natives Who Are Refrac- 
tory---These Soldiers, Acting 
Under Orders, Slay and Spare 
Not--Bodies of Victims Eaten. 


New York, November 23.—There is 
ne pessible doubt that King Leopold 
is responsible for the terrible condi- 
tion in the Congo. His own commis- 
sion corroborated the stories of atro- 
cities. The Cengo now is all under 
Leopold, for although divided up and 
apportioned among different companies, 
Leopold retains more than fifty per 
cent af the stock of each. One of these 
is an American company. 

Dr. William H. Leslie, accompanied 
by his wife and two-year-old son, made 
this statement today on returning to 
this country after spending seventecn 
years in the Congo as representatives 
ef the American Baptist Missionary 
Society. For the last four years he 
had been stationed in Portuguese Con 
gO. 

“When a district proves refractory,’ 
he continued, “bands of native soldiers 
are sent to punish it. These soldiers 
are cannibals, and they slay and spare 
no one. As proof that they have done 
their work and not wasted their bul- 
lets, they bring back the right hands 
of their victims. Sometimes they come 
in with huge baskets full of hands. 
The bodies of their victims are cooked 
and eaten.”

This Made Market Unsteady 
and Nervous---Closed Barely 
Steady at Decline. 


New York, November 23.—The cot- 
ton market was very nervous and un- 
steady, with all sorts of rumors cir- 
culating, chiefly with reference to the 
bull leaders, some of whom were cred- 
ited with selling as a result of develop- 
ments in copper and wheat, although 
trading was at no time sensationally 
active, and there seemed to be consid- 
erable demand on a scale down. The 
close was barely steady at a net de- 
cline of 15@27 points. 

The market opened steady ata decline 
of 11@19 points, in response to weak 
cables and scattering liquidation. At 
first, the bulls seemed inclined to give 
the market support and during the 
early session .prices rallied to within 
5 or 6 points of last night’s finals on 
the active months. But offerings in- 
creased oD the bulge, unsettled condi- 
tions in the stocK market seemed to be 
bringing out quite a lot of Wall street 
cotton, a withdrawal of bull support 
encouraged greater aggressiveness on 
the part of local bears, and on a de- 
cline of 22 to 29 points under the clos- 
ing figures of last night, stop 108s or- 
ders were uncovered.
